THE NEWS.

The Alumni Association of Dickenson
College held tbeir first reunion in New
York city at the Astor House last evening.

A dispatch from Havana says eighteen

should be allowed to vote, was to-d- ay con-

curred in by the Senate, by a vote of 12 to

shall be taken in separate boxes. It is
understoed that Governor Austin will
elgn the bill."

Fish
arc not to be found in shallow water, and
partridges, haroe and reindeer were never
before known to be so scarce. He beard
of several deaths from starvation. The
Chief Warden of the Hudson Bay Com-nan- v.

at Fort Williams, has sent trains
of provisions to Dog Lake for the Indians,
but many mast die before relief reaches
them. The country is covered with five
feet of snow, and the weather is vary cold

been relieved of tbeir political disabilities
by Congress: D. K. McRea, A. Wright,
W.T. Avery, Joseph Barbiere, T. D. Eld-ridg- e,

J. E. Kav, Henrv Craft, C. Kor- -

trecht, M. J.Wright, and George Dixon.

It is stated that the Erie Railway Com
pany have offered $000,000 for the ground
on which the Protestant Episcopal Theo
logical Seminary stands, on Ninth avenue
with a view to create a mammoth railroad
depot on the property. Th Erie cars, it
is stated, are also intended to cross the
river from Jersey City by running under
the bed of the river in a gigantic tunnel.

Jay Gould, W. II. Vanderbilt, Horace
F. Clarke and others were befere the Leg-
islative Railroad Committee of the New
York Legislature on Thursday to give tes-
timony in relation to the sleeping and
drawing room oar business. Vanderbilt
UtsLiued that he bad no interest in these
cars, and that no efforts were made by the
Company to induce passengers to ride in

them. He r carded them as an injury to
the road, on account of their great weight
in proportion to the number of passen- -

srers they carried, but that they were
forced to permit them on the Central and
Hudson railroads, in order to compete
with the Pennsylvania Central and other
roads. Jav Gould testified that the pal-

ace cars on the Erie road were run by an
independent company having no connec-

tion with the Erie Railroad Company, and
whose President he did not even know

by name.
A Washington telegram dated jester-da- y

says the Committee on Military Af-

fairs were y engaged examining the
case of Representative Golliday, charged

with selling cadetships. Wbitieuiure, in
his remarks prepared for delivery i n the

I House, expressed the belief that a large
number of cases are to be discovered
where corrupt motives and causes i nil

appointments, and that the eager
nesw of tu press to find srnalir nal ma'
ter would bring it to public gaze. He de-

nied that in the appointment he had
made that he was actuated by any other
tb:n the nKJatcorret motives; but admit-

ted that he bad been irjudicioua, and ask-

ed that the intention might be considered
as wtU as the set. He had been reported
against by a committee upon which there
were those whose skirts were not clean of
accusation, or whose consciences were

purged of corruption. There was one
whose letter Mr. WhHtemope had seen,
which showed his willingness to accept a
proposition of the purchase of his appoint-
ment, and yet he sat in judgment over
him, and voted even against the most len-

ient proposition for time for further ex-

amination of his case. He laid the charge
at the door of a member from New York,
who was the heart of the conspiracy
against himself, and who offered money
for a letter which Whittemore wrote to
Bigler.

A dispatch from Chicago, received yes-

terday, says there has been a newspaper,
handbill and opera house stage-wa- r going
on for the past two weeks between the
Chicago Titnes, on the one side, and the
Lydia Thompson blonde burlesque opera
troupe, now playing at the Crosby Opera
House, on the other side. The war has
been violent on both aides, but bloodless,
up to this afternoon, when it resolved It-

self into a personal encounter, in which
raw hides and canes, mixed with billings-
gate and )et names, fignred conspicuously
for a few minutes. At about five o'clock,
which was known to be Mr. Storey's din-
ner hour, Lydia, with three other females
and four male members cf hor troupe,
stationed themselves in n c irriage in
front of Mr. Storey's bouse. A lew
moments after, tli- -t gentleman, accom-
panied by bis wife, approached.

Two citizens and a police-
man near at hand rushed up and separated
the combatants, and Look the assaulting
crowd to the police office, where they gave
bail to answer for a breach of the peace.
One or two revolvers were drawn during
the melee, and Storey applied his cane to
one of Miss Thompson's male friend's
heads, but no blood was spilt.

The make-u- p ol our paper is some-

The
investigating committee was unani-
mous in coming to that conclusion,
not a single member dissenting, and
reported also a resolution for expul-
sion. Whittemore is allowed to
defend himself in a speech before the
House, in which he confesses indis-
cretion, avows that the money was
placed to political uses, and insists
that his intentions should be taken in-

to account with his acts. His defense
against taking a bribe consists in the
aspertion, that, after taking it, he con-

cluded to use it for party purposes ;

And while the House listened
patiently to such an jabsurd
defense ; suddenly the speaker's
hammer comes down a dis-

patch is- - received announcing his re-

signation, and the acceptance by the
governor of South Carolina. The very
honorable gentleman is no longer a
member of the House, and cannot be
heard further. He escapes expulsion
by resignation. But is the penalty of
taking bribes asa member of Congress,
resignation or expulsion, at the option
of the accused ? We are pleased to see
that Mr. Dawes pronounced it " too
dangerous a precedent to be establish-
ed ;" and that, while the resolution for
expulsion was laid on the table, a res
olution also passed affirming his guilt,
and that he was unwortbv to sit in
Congress as the representative of the
people. Whittemokk has now full
liburty to inculpate others of hi fl-ll-

more guilty than himself.
This he offers to do. Will the House
pursue the precious investigation?

That shockingly persecuted Foster
Blodgett, who has been elected
United States Senator from Georgia,
and who stands indicted for perjury
in the Federal Court of Georgia, all
'for political effect," Is In a fair way

to find his record pretty thoroughly
ventilated. The perjury charged is

that of taking the test oath in which
he swore that he never had given vol-

untary aid and comfort to the rebel-

lion. If he did, then h has sworn
falsely. The Atlanta Constitutionalist
of May L 1861, contained the Confede-
rate muster-rol- l of the "Blodgett Vol
unteers," and of that company Foster
Blodgett, the present Senator elect,
was Captain. After the company had
been fully equipped by the liberality
of Mr. Thomas Jyietcalf, it pro
ceeded to his residence in that city,
for med in line, and presented arms as
a token of respect. Their Captain
then addressed Mr. Metcalf as fol-

lows :

Mr. Metcalf :The Blodgett vol-
unteers stand equipped before you to
return to you, in the moat expressive
manner in their power, their thanks
for your generosity, ana to evince to
you their appreciation of the patri-
otic spirit you have manifested. It is
the desire of the company, that this
public acknowledgment should be
made; and 1 assure you that the duty
of making it could devolve upon no
person who would perform it with
higher gratification than myself.
Allow me to read you the resolution
in reference to yourself unanimously
passed by the corps.

The speech being over, Captain
Blodgett with his company on the
first train bore away for the war. With
such and kindred proofs before them,
are we to believe that a sworn jury
indorsed the Indictment for perjury a
true bill for political effect? That is
what Capt. Blodgett and Gov. Bi

say of it. The Atl&nte Constitution
mentions the case of a Democratic
Senator being expelled from the
Georgia Legislature only because he
loaned a little beef to the Confederates
under direct compulsion. That was
tiie decision of Gen. Terry in the case
of the Democrat. But, Bloigett be-

ing a Kadical, " the case being altered
alters the case." Bloim. bit's actually
bearing arms in the Confederate ser-

vice was not giv ing aid and comfort,
but the Democrat's giving beet was!
One is good enough lor the United
States Senate, but the other will not do
for the Georgia Senate. One has been
indicted for political effect, the other
expelled to purify the Georgia Legisla-
ture. Who will consent to this un-

paralleled absurdity?
